It 'sthe dream of every French 
soldier, if ho ts wounded, to be taken to this 
ambulance, They appear to be under the im- 
pression thateven if their less are shot off the 
skill of the ASsculapii of the United States will 
make them grow again, Bs this ss it may, o 
persou might be worse off than stretched on a 
bea with a slight wound under tho tonts of the 
far West.”

resolution calling upon the President for in 
form suon concerning the recent disturbances 
ta North Carviina and other States, where ir 
is alt ged the laws ot the United States have 
been defied and resisted, This resolation was 
so worded a3 to allow the answer to embrace ail 
theScatie n States, Itis taought th itsome time 
this week the answer to the resolution will be 
sent to the Senate. This isthe special mes 
sage on the condition of the Sou hern States 
sinch if hag been stated the President wou d 
send to Congress ihis answer from the Ez- 
ecutive will show that the Southern people are 
tar from beins in a condition to deseryevor 
appreciate amnesty, 16 wit further show 
& feeling of opposvion to the government ex- 
ts which his wot been equalled since the 
vlose of the rebelion, Chis information will 
wrobably be mad: to serve two purposes—firss, 
to silence tnos; who tre deminding general 
amnesty, end second, to fors an excuse for 
something hike a tresh reconstruction of the 
Southern States. The Presilent’s veply wil 
ikely be referred to s special committee, 
which will be instructed to investigate the facts 
and raport Waa. leg slition is necessary to 
secure the emforcement of the laws and the 
protection, of life and property, In the mean 
time, several prominent republicins from 
tho South are here, and others aro expected, 
tO co-operate with the reconstruction in Gon-

The intelligence from Washington is very 
favorable to the success of x Suuthern Pacific 
railroad Dill, this session. We understand 
there are two hills before Congress, one for a 
road direct to San Diego; the other, branch- 
ing at Fort Yuma, comes up through San Gors 
gonio aud 3 n Bernardino, throngh Los An- 
geles and Tulare valleys, to San Francisco. 
It is a clear case, our only hope of obtaining 
railroad accommodation, is by passage of the 
latter bili; for while, byitour neighbors will 
also have a railway—without it, we shall be 
left aevergly ouvir the cold, and will have to 
depend upon the caprice of the cost raijroad 
people, who may uot, and it is generally sup- 
posed, will not, go to work for years.

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A Rain of Blood. 

A Texas journal contains the following re- 
mirkable communication.

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~~ QLOOMY PROSPEOTS IN ARIZONA 


We have a faint recollection of an old pro~ 
verb which maihtaing that troubles, annoyance 
a8, losses, etc., make ita point to visit men at 
one and the aama time, and also of one which 
maintains that night is darkest immediately 
before day. But, it is not our object to more 
alize on either proverb—-only to view the ocon- 
dition of Arizona in the light of their teach- 

ings; and while we accord the applicability of 
the former, to hope that the application of the 
latter, also, may soon become warrantable. 

The history of the past fifteen years faila to 
picture a time at which the prospects of the 
Territory appeared as gloumy as at present, 
At this time, when from every thicket and 
mountain pass along our public highways, the 
dreadful war-cry of hostile savages apprizes 
the traveler that he is called upon to defend 
hia life, the country is being divested of its pro- 
tective force, protective stations are being a- 
bandoned, and the few that are permitted to 
remain intact, instead of being strengthened 
to meet the emergencies of the hour, are being 
weakened. 

The valley 'of the Sonoita which has here.. 
tofore beea protected by Camp Crittenden, will 
be restored to the Indians, with the removel 
of that post ; already many of the settlers have 
left and others are preparing to follow, The 
large and beautiful valley of Tubac will soon 
be abandoned. Indian depredations have re- 
cently become so frequent and daring in those 
neighborhoods that men fear to go ont to their 
fields to labor; and upon leaving their homes, 
of years, to seek security in other parts, are 
obliged to steal off under cover of night, and 
in parties sufficiently strong for mutual defense, 
in case their flight should happen to be discov- 
ered before they should have reached a place 
of safety. The few companies of troops re- 
maining in the Territory fully sympathize with 
the Apache-ridden settlers, and are doing all 

that earnest, persistent mencan do ; but their 
numbers are too few to cope with so many 
fierce, blood-thirsty savages, 

To the people of Arizona, Gen. Stoneman 
has done a grave and serious wrong—to ez- 
press his action in the mildest possible term. 
We know not through what motive he hag been 
actuated; and ifhe had no motive in penning 
a report so detrimental and unjust—if he acted 
in accordanée with his opinions of right—we 
can only add that he bas been basely deceivs 
ed,and the people of Arizona are the victims 
of the deception, 

Not only a6 a protection againat hostile Ine 
diana, however, ia it necessary that a utrong 
military force be stationed in Arizona; for it 
should be considered that the southern boun- 
ary line of this Territory is also the boundary 
of aforsign State. True, we cre at peace with 
Mexico, as a government, but locally wo arenot 
at peace with her criminal classes. All coun- 
tries and communities have their law-evading 
ghouls that prey upon the industry of others, 
and mexico has her's. In organized bands they 
invade our froutier, murder our settlers and 
carry off their property—and then take refuge 
ia their own country. It was only a fow weeks 
ago that we recordei an instance in which s 
atation-keeper, near Fort Yuma, tozether with 
his two employees, wag struck down by the 
hand of those foreign assassins, Sundry at- 
tempts have; since then been made upon the 
lives of our industrious settlers along the Gila 
rivor—not only by Apache Indians, but alter- 
nately by these and Moxican desperados. 

Not a single instance is known in which ono 
of the latter has ever been brou sht to justice 
The murderer once within the boundaries of 
Sonora, is as safolyjfortified against the efforts 
of retributive jastice, as though he were march 
ing forth from before the tribunal of law, les 
gally acquitted, and loeving nought save ox- 
hausted evidence behiad, Honce tho noces- 
alty for troops upon this frontier, 

Timo was whon foroiga desporadocs might 


not, with impunity, murder American citizons 
in thoir homes; but the presont administration 
of government, with Self reigning in every de- 
partment, has wo sympathy with communitics 
Gisordercd by othor than political strife, 

To look back to the proverb we must conclude

Eprron Antzoxan:—Kven in this neigh- 
borhood, where men consider themselves safe 
from the depredations of Apache Indians we 
have recently had an Apache excitement | 
which had na most unfortunate termination. | 
Day before yesterday Clint Thompson sent} 
hia wagon outon the plain, with four mules, 
in charge of driver, an American, and two} 
Papago Indians. They loaded up with hay | 
and were on thoie return when they were | 
attacked by seven Indians, The American | 
and one Papago made their escape; the otber | 
was killed. The Indians took the animals, | 
destroyed the harness and burned the wagon. 
A party of fiftoon men started in pursuit of | 
the Indians and went up the rivar about six | 
miles above Florence when an unforiunate ac | 
cident obliged them to abandon the pursuit, It} 
deems thatAngel Gonzales an estimable young | 
man and well know at Tucson, got ahead of | 
the party by come means orotaer, andthe mon | 
who wero riding in the trail discovering what | 
they supposed to be an Indian fired on him, | 
inflicting a wound which must certainly prove | 
fatal, They immediately returned, procured | 
an ambulance and brouzht the wounded man 
to Adamsvillo where he now lies.

"“fwo weeks ago the Apaches stole some 
attimals from Silver City; Major Kelly, 8th 
Cavalry, with 30 soldiers and 8 citizens start- 
ed after them and surprised their rancheria 
about a hundred milesouth west from this place, 
Major Kelly approached the Indians under 
ceqver of a snow storm, and killed 14; the 
balanes,. about 30, made their escape. The 
chief “Caso” was among the killed. The 
party burned up 17 huts, cavered with skins, 
abbut 5 tons of fresh and dried‘meat and a 
great quantity of blankets, saddles, saddle- 
bate, and other plunder, and got back with five 
animals loaded down with saddle-bags, bows 
and arrows, pistols and guns, and other plun- 
der. 

“There is another party of 30 citizens out on 
the trail of auother stealing party, who ran of 
16 head of horses from Silver City Saturday 
last. There are & ‘great many parties of 
Indians roving through the country at pre- 
sent, and people coming here must be cau-

D H, Stickney, President of the council, 
diced at his residence, on Friday, the 17th, in 
his ifty-ninth year.

omy; as an early pioneer and an honorable

On motion of Hon. J, L, Mercer, Thomas 
Barnum and ©. H. Gray were elected meni- 
bers of the committee, to represent the county 
of Maricopa, 

On motion of Hon. H. H. Cartter, James 
Bull, Esq.. was elected a member of the come 
mittee to represent the county of Mohave, 

On motion of Hon H, H. Cartter, J. H; 
Marion was elected Chairman, and H, L. 
Hinds Assistart Chairman of the committee,
